#Sinco the separation of my son and his 
gife, threo and a half years ago, my fam- 
fy has silently borne every misrepresenta- 
fon, every slandorous attack, every news- 
paper interview, which it has pleased the 
gow divorced wife two inspire. One person 
aimed at has been Mrs. Blaine, and we 
have perhaps been at fault in allowing the 
horror of public discussion of  pri- 
gate «matters, combined with regard 
for the future of my grandson, to per- 


mit so much calumny to go unanswered, 
the last outrage of the kind, embodied in 
thé decision of a judge at Deadwood, Dak, 
assumes an official character-which makes it 
{mpossible to remain longer silent. To re- 
main silent would be to accept and perpetuate 
a great wrong to my wife, a greater wrong 
to my grandson than even the publication 
of the truth can inflict upon him. It is 
necessary in speaking that I should give a 
summary, as brief as possible, of the mar- 
riage and incidents which followed it and 
led to the separation. A letter which I 
addressed to Rey. Thomas I. Ducey at the 
time of the marriage, will distinctly state 
important facts bearlng upon that event. 

The Letter to the Priest. 

AvccsTA, Me., September 13, 1886.—Rev, 
fhomas I. Ducey, rector, St. Luke’s church, 
East Iwenty-ninth street; New York City.— 
Bir: On Wednesday morning last, the &th in- 
stant, my youngest son, James G. Blaine, Jr., 
Shockcd me by the announcement that on the 
preceding Monday he had been united in mar- 
riage with Miss Marie Nevins;. that you had 
performed the ceremony in your own rectory; 
that my son and Miss Nevins were unaccom- 
panied by a friend or relative, and that two of 
your houschold servants were the sole wit- 
DeEsscs. 

My son’s announcement gave the first knowl- 
edge that lor any wember of my ramily naa of 
his marriage, or even of his attachment to Miss 
Nevins, whose character I wish to say at the out- 
get is not at all in queStion, and of whom, but for 
this rash marriage, I have never heard a breath of 
censure. My son was born on October 12, 1868, and 
isnot, therefore, eighteen years old. He was liv- 
ing herc in his own homein the house where he 
was born, surrounded by neighbors who had 
known him all his life, under the daily care of a 
tutor who was fitting him for college, which he 
hoped to enter this autumn. 

To facilitate his preparation he desired to re- 
main here during the summer, while other mem- 
bers of the family were much of the time at Bar 
Harbor. As Ihave since learned, Miss Nevins, in 
company with her sister and her father, came to 
Augusta Monday, August 16th. On Friday, Sep- 
tember 3d, in eighteen days after her arrival in 
Augusta, my son, who had never seen her or 
beard her name until she came here, left his home 
Without permission and without the knowledge of 
any member of his family, and accompanied Miss 
Nevins and her sister to their mother in New 
York. On Saturday, the 4th, two young persons 
presented themselves to you for marriage. 
Through my eldest son, Walker Blaine, who went 
to New York as soon as he heard these unhappy 
tidings, [learn that James misrepresented his 
ge to you, stating that he was within a month or 
wo of twenty-one. 

James Was a Minor. 

But he did not—according to your own narra- 
ive tomy son, Walker—conceal from you the 
yital fact that he wasa minor. He did not con- 
teal from you, but openly avowed, that I had no 

howledge whatever of his intention to be mar- 
ried, and that his special design was to keep all 
Knowledge of it from me. In this concealment he 
sought your aid and abetinent, and you held his 
Secret under consideration from Saturday until 
Monday, agreeing with my son not to advise any 
member of my family of his rash purpose. You 
took him to the archbishop in order that 
4 dispensation might be secured to enable 
Miss Nevins, who was reared a Catholic, to marry 
myson, who was born, baptised and reared a 
Protestant. You knew that during the long inter- 
Valin which you were making these preparations, 
I was within a moments’ reach by telegraph. And 
yet you never gave the slightest intimation to me, 
‘the most deeply interested and responsible party.

tee In this she showed a knowledge and 
orethought not to be expected tn'a woman of 
twelity-One years. 

“Within ten days after her arrival in Au- 
gusta, within one week from the day she first 
met my son, she was adjuring him thus, for 
several successive days: 

Write nothing until l see you. Let me know at 
once about the law.of marriage. IT can't wait to 
hear; it makes me ii Can you:come tomea 
moment? Iam alone. Do not send up your card, 
Did you see the laws’ Donot keep up the sus- 
pense, The Bar Harbor house is perfect, but I 
love the dear old place here better. Don’t ask any 
questions that may lead people to suspect any- 
‘thing. Remember that wearein.the mouths of 
every man, woman and childin Augusta. Every 
word you speak is repeated and misconstrued 
Every look of yours, every flush of your face, ts 
taitked of. Look into the laws; all else can wait. 
Qh, do be careful, I feel now that all serts of 
dreadful things are saidof us. You do not know 
how vile the world is. Do look up the laws; let 
the rest keep. * * ® Did you look into the laws 
of Massachusetts and New York? I am sure not. 
Answer this tonight. * * * I have at_last 
thought of the only man on earth, whom 
we can both trust for witness. Heoisa man Il 
can tolegraph for to come to Boston if 
we find it necessary. * * © He is a 
man and he adores every member of my 
family. Ihave known him since I was a child. 
He would go to any place with us, and none know, 
Ile never would breathe itas long as he lived, If 
you say so I will give him a gentle hint that I will 
need his services foran emergency, but not tell 
him for what. ® * * Do write me at once what 
the New York law was, and theforteit. * .

Blindly Led to the Altar. 

‘When they reached’ New York, after they 
had fled from Augusta, she cautfoned my son 
not to ‘forgeta twenty-dollar gold piece ina 
little box for Ducey,’ and to -‘look in a pocket 
of your gray clothes for the ring.’ In short, 


she took charge of every matter, and directed. 


all the proceedings to the last minute, It was 
thus that a boy of seventeen years and ten 
mouths, in some respects inexperienced even 
for his age, was tempted from his schoolbooks 
and his tutor, and blindly led to the altar by a 
young woman of full twenty-one years—with 
an entire secrecy contrived by herself, and 
with all the instrumentalities of her devices 
complete and exact. 
Attempt to Annul the Marriage. 

“When my eldest sop, Walker, went to 
New York, as I have related in the Ducey let- 
ter, his object was to see whether this mar- 
riage of my youngest son might not be invalid 
or could not be annulled, by reason of his 
youth. He was met with the assertion that it 
was too late for any proceedings to set aside 
the marriage, because after marriage, the 
bride, instead of returning to her mother, had 
taken passage for Boston with the groom on 
one of the night steamers on Long Island 
Sound. She returned from Boston to New 
York the following day, and he came on home 
to Augusta. This fact was learned for the 
first time by Walker, the boy’s modesty ‘hav- 
ing prevented my son James from bringing it 
to my knowledge. 

Defending His Wife. 

“T purpose next to show, by a somewhat 
minute: statement of facts and dates, the 
falsity of the assertion that Mrs. Blaine broke 
up the marriage relations of my son and his 
wife. Gho did mot ceo hese daughtar.!n.law 
until may, 1887—eight months after marriage, 
when beingin New York the latter called 
upon hertwice during her two days’ stay. 
The next time she saw her was a month 
later. When about to sail for Europo on the 
8th of June, she was a single day in New 
York, and saw the young lady on taking 
leave. 

‘‘At the end of fonrteen months we returned 
from Europe and sn. two or three days in 
New York. We found that in our absence my 
son had not only spent his entire allowance, 
but that he was deeply in debt. It was then 
arranged that both my son and his wife should 
come down to Augusta and have their future 
determined at a family council. 

‘They arrived in Augusta, Saturday,the 18th 
of August. Mrs. Blaine was absent from 
home on a visit, and returned Monday after- 
noon, the 20th, so that she saw James’s wife 
for the first time in Augusta on the evening of 
August 20th. 

Proposition to the Young Couple. 

* ‘Within two or three days I learned the de- 
tails of the dismal failure of their New York 
life, and after a full consultation with Mrs. 
Blaine, and with her free approval, I proposed 
that they should come to live at Augusta, and 
occupy our old home. I hada summer house 
at Bar Harbor, and as I intended to spend 
all my winters in Washington, this house 
would be vacant if they did not occupy it. The 
house being large, I proposed to pay for fuel 
and light and the wages of a man servant, and 
I would furnish them with a horse and car- 
riage. I also assured them in addition the 
sum of $2,500 a year until my son should be 
able to earn an income of that amount. I made 
the proposition while we were sitting ou the 
lawn with my son’s wife but afew feet dis- 
tant. Myson went immediately over to her, 
and I know thathe told herin detail just 
what my offer was. Her reply was that she 
would not stay in Augusta on any considera- 
tion. He was very much disconcerted by 
her decision, and forthe first time informed 
his mother and myself of his discontent and 
unhappiness, a fact which was not before 
known, but which was not received with sur- 
prise. We then learned that during our ab- 
sence in Europe he had become gradually es- 
tranged from her, and,her refusal to ac- 
cept the residence in Augusta was merely the 
last of along series of disagreements which 
threatened to make their united life impossi- 
ble, and which led tinally to separation. The 
disaster is only the legitimate conclusion of 
such a marriage. 

“During the two weeks that my son’s wife 
stayed at Augusta it became apparent to every 
member of my family and to every visitor, 
and to no one more than myself, that separa- 
tion was the least disaster to bedreaded. The 
immediate occasion of her departure was my 
son’s going to Bangor at my request Friday, 
August 31st, with some documents for which 
I telegraphed, (I was occupied with a cam- 
paign of the state) and he continued Mew 
to Ellsworth, where I was to speak on Satu 
the Ist of gSeptember. There being a violent 
rainstorm the meeting at Eljsworth was _post- 
poned to Monday, eeptember 3rd. James 
spent the interval at Bar Harbor and I re- 
mained at Ellsworth. On Monday after the 
meeting James returned with me to Augusta 
and arrived at 11 o’clock p. m., only to learn 
that his wife had gone to New York at 3 
o'clock p. m., eight hours before. She knew 
well that James would be home that night. 
Mrs. Blaine had strongly disapproved of her 
departure and hb earnestly urged 
her to remain. She did not then 
dream that dur son would not follow his wife, 
or that imminent final separation would come 
so soon; but she deprecated her angry and, to 
usat least, sudden departure and em, 
to New York alone with their infant an 
nurse. She did not, however, suspect that the 
young woman left with an less 
friendly © feeling towards  hersel than 
towards every other member of the 
family except my son James. Finding the 

ung woman determined to go, and foresee- 
ie difficulties in their faith, since my daugh- 
ter-in-law. utterly declined the provision I 
made for their support, Mrs. Blaine repeat- 
edly bade her remember that she would, at 
any moment, receive the child for any length 
of time—for one year or for three years or ten 
years, or for life; that he should receive—as 
‘all who know my wife will believe—the very 
best care and attention; that she would put 
his mother under no conditions, whatever, and 


that whenever she wished’ the child ta be re- 
turnéd to her he should be sent. 

‘The offer'was not accepted, but it was not 
declined. I[tappeared'te be received in the 
sume ftiendipspirit im whieh it was given. 

The Note She Left Behind. 

“Thus my daughter-in-law left my home, 
the only home which my son could provide for 
her. She left behind her, for my son, a note 
whose temper and tone are sufficiently in- 
dicated by a single extratt: 

You knew when you left what the consequences 
of your trip to Bar Harvor would be. What busi- 
ness had you at Bar Harbor? * * * Why did 
you not telegraph ineé,and not let me lie awake 
until nearly do’clock. Youwshall live to regret all 
this. You have broken the greater part of your 
promises thts far, and until you learn to be truth- 
ful you need not come near me, Iam not here to 
have my affairs discussed aimeng neighbors. If 
you desire to haye any communication with me, 
you can addr.ss New York hotel. 

““It'was siguedsimply ‘Mary Nevins Blaine.’ 

“On reading thisnote my son declared: ‘I 
will not follow her, and I told her I would nat 
when she made the threat’ 

Jimmy's Mother-in-Law Appears. 

‘Just forty-four days after this willful de- 
parturo she returned tomy house accompan- 
ied by her mother, Mrs. Nevins, my grandson 
and his nurse. At'the moment of their ar 
rival there were in the house only Mrs, Blaine, 
who was ill, and the servants. Mrs. Blaine at 
once arose, dressed and went down stairs, hav- 
ing previously instructed her maid to do 
everything required for their comfort. This 
was the only time she ever met Mrs. Nevins. 
Neither lady advanced to greet hor. No hand 
was extended to her; but from Mrs, Nevins, 
seconded by her daughter, came charges 
against her son and horself, so insulting and 
so violent that a servant was called in for the 
frankly expressed purpose of acting as @ re- 
straint upon the elder visitor. On this brief 
stay of two weeks with us, and on this one last 
visit of two hours, rests all the substantiation 
of the statements of the judge at Deadwood. 

Did Not Spoak as They Passed. 

“Before leaving for the west I had advised 
with Mrs. Blaine about hor daughter-in-law, 
and she acted upon my advice. Not a word 


.since the separation has been written by her, 


nor has she seen my son’s wife except on the 
street in New York, when not a word was ex- 
changed between them. 

‘*My son was entirely free. No restraint was 
attempted or desired, jor needed to insure 
separation. On the day of his wife’s departure 
he was as strongly determined as on the day 
- her divoree not to resume his relations with 

er. 7 
Efforta for Peace. 
- “Far be it from me to hold my son blame- 
less; though when his youth; his uncompleted 
education ; his separation frorh the influence 
of his home; the exchange of a life full of 
hopes and anticipations for premature cares 
and uncongenial companionship are con- 
sidered, I hold him more sinned against than 
sinning.- But his mother, at no time in 
thought, or word or deed, attempted to sepa- 
rate this man and his wife. On the contrary, 
she did not fail, by liberality, by considefation 
and by extenyation, to foster, in every practi- 
cal way, their liappiness, if happiness to them 
had been possible. JAMES G. BLAINE.” —

Silver and the Tariff Will Be Discussed 
in Both Houses. 

WéASHINGTON, 
congress during the present week promise to 
be of more than usual interest, for it is ex- 
pected that tivo leading issues of the day, 
silver and the tariff, will figure in one or both 
trys: aanes 

The senate will resume consideration pend- 
ing the Idaho election case tomorrow, and 
Claggette, the contestant, will be allowed to 
conclude his argument begun Saturday. 

Inasmuch as Claggett has already made a 
a presentation to his case it is probable that dis 
cussion will last several days. 

Senator Call's Resolution. 

Mr. Call has given notice that he will inter- 
rupt the regular order Tuesday to deliver some 
remarks upon his resolution providing for an 
inquiry into the alleged interference of rail- 
road companies in the Florida senatorial elec- 
tions. 

It is understood thatthe leading exponents 
of protection and tariff reform theories intend 
to address the senate during the week on the 
subject of reciprocity. This programme is 
conditioned upon the return of Senators Alli- 
sonand Aldrich to Washington from New 
England, but it is safe toassume that when the 
subject is once more before the senate, its dis- 
cussion will be broadened so as to include a 
general attack upon the defense of the Mc- 
Kinley law and the whole system of protective 
tariffs. 

A part of Friday will be devoted to the de- 
livery of eulogies upon late Kepresentative 
Lee, of Virginia, and if opportunity offers dur- 
ing the week, Mr. Paddock will call up the 
pure food bill now on the calendar. 

Business in the House. 

There is some uncertainty asto the course of 
business in the house during the week, owing 
to the illness of Mr. Springer, chairman of the 
ways and means committee, which may possi- 
bly result in a postponement of the tariff dis- 
cussion that wasj booked to begin Tuesday, 
with the weol bill as thefspecial measure under 
consideration. 

If the tariff bill be taken fup Tuesday, its 
consideration will probably occupy all-the re- 
mainder of the week. 

The District of Columbia appropriation. bill 
is almost completed by the appropriations 
committee and will occupy several days of the 
week, in thefevent that Mr. Springer’s illness 
becomes s0 serious as to delay the tariff debate. 

Tomorrow is district day and matters of 


local interest are expected to take all the ses-. 


sion. An ‘informal agreement has been 
reached by the majority of the committee on 
rules to report a resolution tomorrow mak- 
ing the Bland silver bill a special order of the 
house for the latter part of March, but it is 
not intended to call up the resolution for ac- 
tion on the part of the house for some days 
after it is reported. 


SPRINGER’S WOOL BILL. 


Two Reports Will Be Made on It in the 
House Today. 

WASHINGTON, February 28.—The reports of 
the majority and minority house committee on 
ways and meansto accompany the Springer 
wool bill have been prepared and will be pre- 
sented to the house tomorrow. The majority 
report was prepared by Mr. Springer and the 
minority report by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan. 

The majority report says the McKinley bill 
was passed with enormous rates of duties, 
many of them prohibitory and all of them un- 
reasonably high. “There can be no good rea- 
son,’’ says the report, ‘for maintaining high 
taxes upon articles which are so necessary 
to the health and comfort of the people. A 
peculiar feature of these rates is, that owing 
to the high rates per pound and per square 
yard, added toad valorem rates, the duties 
were highest upon the cheaper grades of goods 
worn by the masses of people and lowest upon 
the high-priced goods worn by those in better 
circumstances.” The rates proposed in 
the bill submitted, the report 
says, are fixed with a due _ regard 
to the + ay Pg of production and to the

A convention for the nomination of candi- 
dates for president and vice president will not 
be held until July 4th, at Omaha, and as both 
of the other leading parties will have made 
their nominations by that time the peonle’s 
party isina positionto make the strongest 
possible nominations for the purpose of carry- 
ing doubtful statesin which their organiza- 
tions have in the past manifested the greatest 
strength. 

General James B. Weaver, of Iowa, once a 
candidate of the greenback party for president 
of the United Btates; on. L. L. Polk, of 
North Carolina, now president of the National 
Farmers’ Alliance; Hon. Ignatius Donnelly, 
of Minnesota; United States Senator Leland 
Stanford, of California; T. V. Powderly, grand 
master of the Knights of Labor; 
Hon. Alson G. Streeter, of Illinois, late 
candidate of the Farmers’ Mutual Benevolent 
Association for United States senator from 
Illinois, are a few of thoso now being discussed 
as possible presidential and vice presidential 
candidates of the people’s party. 

What Jorry Simpson Thinks. 

‘In my opinion,”’ said Representative Jerry 
Simpson, of Kansas, today, ‘‘General Weaver, 
of Iowa, is most likely to bethe people’s party 
candidate for §the presidency; at any rate he 
has up to this time been the man most 
discussed in that connection. But I 
would not be surprised if sentiment 
in favor of Ignatius Donnelly assumed formi- 
dable proportions. He developed great strength 
out at St. Louis, and the preamble to the 
platform, which was written by him, is, in 
my opinion, one of the most vigorous and, at 
the same time, the most classic production of 
modern literature. I think there is no ques- 
tion but that President Polk, of the Farmers’

JOE JEFFERSON'S LOSS. 


A Large Building of His Destroyed by the 
Flames.

GOING OUT OF BUSINESS. 


Mr. D. U. Sloan Tells Why He’s Going te 
Quit Buying and Selling Coal. 

The coal dealers of Atlanta are demanding pro- 
tection from the wholesale theft of coal from the 
cars while in the railroad yards. 

Some of them,one of whom is Mr. D.U.Sloan,con- 
template goingout of the business unless something 
can be done tocheck this outrage, They claim 
that the losses sustained from these thefts amount . 
to more than the entire profits on their business, 
Mr. D. U. Sloan, in speaking of the matter, said: 

‘The city has attempted to protect the coal con- 
sumers by her public scales, but has ieft the coal 
dealers with no protection. 

“IT have just had two months’ experience in. the 
coal business and find that I am short from one to 
three tons on 
bought. Vast quantities of coal are taken 
from .these cars before they reach the dealer, 
making it impossible for him to give honest 
weights and continue in the business. I have dis- 
covered inyself, in this coal business, somewhat 
similarly situated to the frog we have heard 
about, trying to get out of a well. He jumped two 
feet upward and fell back three feet downward. 
I have never heard what became of that frog, but 
I have determined to get outof this hole, if I 
have to pull the hole up with me. The stealing is 
done in broad daylight and is no secret. This 
work is going on day and night, openty and fear- 
lessly. Coal seems to be as free as the gospel, to 
all who desire to take it from these cars. It seems 
to be taken “ad libitum,” with noone to hinder 


| or make them afraid. On Saturday afternoon on 


Mower pant of cha nee einmuaete Ay Baie the 


Georgia railroad, adjacent to their 
Atlanta shops, and in the vicinity 
of Pittsburg, where on a sidetrack No. 12, if I 
remember right, stands from time to time many 
cars of coal to be distributed to dealers at various 
points in the city and out of it. 

“[ had heard rumors about this stealace, and 
went purposely on atrip of espionage to ascer- 
tain if the reports were true. I reached the 
grounds, and fellin with a young man who said 
he had becn an employe of the road. I asked him 
if he thought that coal was being stolen from the 
cars, and he seemed surprised at my question, 
Motioning me to follow him, we crossed over to 
the Pittsburg side of the tracks, and instantly he 
pointed his finger, saying: 

‘*-See that negro man with that big lump of coal 
on his shoulder? There goes two more. Look 
over the other way; there goes one with a sack of 
coal.’ 

“And he continued to point them out to me, 
Some with sacks and some with large lumps. We 
saw arene boys ontop of the cars throwing coal 
down the embankment, where it was carried off 
in sacks by others from the edge of the pin@ 
thicket. I f¢aw a party of — in one gang and 
fifteen in another, many of them with sacks. 

“I continued this watch for one hour, and care 
fully noted the time by my watch, and during the 
sixty minutes I counted thirty-five different par- 
ties carrying off coal from these cars. 

“The young man showed me several fresh wagon 
tracks close to the cars, and every evidence indi- 
cated that they went away loaded. He also said 
he could show me close by a coal yard run from 
the stealage from these cars. But I had enough, 
and returned to my little coal yard a sadder Dug 
wiser man. 

“IT have made a calculation based upon the one 
hour’s stealage that I witnessed, and, at the same 
rate, in twegty-four hours at least a carioad left 
that yard. 

“Ig there no remedy for this gréat outrage upon 
the coal dealers and upon the people? 
Where are the railroad authorities and all 
other authorities? Can the railroad com- 
missioners do anything, or any other commission- 
ers? Have we no laws to reach this case? I re- 
gret that it has fallen to my lot to make this ex- 
posure, but I do it asa solemn duty, and do it 
without favor or fear. 

“The young man also pointed out two white 
employes of the road taking large lumps of coal 
from these cars. Said the employes generally took 
coal from the company’s cars, and not from the 
public.”

Phosphate Men Gloomy. 

MACON, Ga., Fbruary 28.—(Special.J—Freight 
Agent Dorsey, of the Georgia Southern railroad, 
returned home yesterday from South Carolina, 
where he has been since the first of the year, look- 
ing after the phosphate business in that state for 
his road. Mr. Dorsey reports great gloom in the 
phosphate industry of South Carolina, and says 
that the business has been badly crippled this 
season. Nothing likethe amount of phosphate 
sold last season has been sold this, The de- 
crease in businessis notless than 40 per cent. 
None of the plants are now in operation, and 8,000 
men are out of employment. Mr. Dorsey thinks 
the farmers of south Georgia will put 50 per cent 
less fertilizers in the ground this year than has 
ever been known.

BRICKS FOR PAVING. 


Some Points Which Are Particularly Timely 
in View of the Peachtree Pavement.

3. A brick pavement is easily cleaned, 

4. A brick pavementis easily repaired" 

5. The brickscan be made of any size and shape 
for gutters, slopes, ete., without much, if any, 
additional cost. 

6. Brick pavements are s0 smooth as to reduce 
the tractive power and wear and tear on vehicles 
almost to a inipimut. 

7. Bricks do not polish under wear, and hence 
always afford a good foothold to horses, 

8. Good paving brick are not affected apprecia- 
bly by moisture, frost or fire, 

9, The first cost ofa brick pavement is less, at 
least in many localities, than apy iairly durable 
pavement. 

Therefore, on the score of health and comfort 
and first cost, brick pavements have much to com- 
mend them. The only debatable question is that 
of econowy. 

The economy of a pavement depends upon its 
first cost and upon the cost of maintenance. The 
first cost is an itein thatcan readily be determined, 
in any particular case, with reasonable accuracy. 
But the first cost ofa pavement ig only one of the 
factors which determine its costina number of 
years. To determine this it is necessary to take ac- 
count of the cost of maintenance, and 
the inter-st on the first cost. It is said

which hax a mnopulatic of, amar 208 
eacn, the pavements represent an investment of 
$250,090,000--a tritle of over forty dollars per capita 
for the inhabitants of those cities. If the money 
value of the pavements of the other cities were 
added to the above value, the total would indeed 
bealarge sum. Furthermore, there ar@ many 
large cities that at present are deterred from lay- 
ing pavements, owing to the great expense and 
unsatisfactory conditions of pavements in the past. 
Al of this shows how important it is that pave- 
nents should fulfill, thoroughly and yet econom- 
ically, the purposes for which they cre designed.

Bat, according to Durham, his wife did it of 
hor own accord. Tlia atatameasnt awd sere do 


not coincide, and it remains to be seen which 


of the two is accurate. His version of the 
family trouble and the facts Jeadtng up to it 
‘form an interesting story. From what he saya, 
he first met the girl a little more than two 
yearsago. Shoe was thrown upon her own re- 
sources and, chancing to goto Walkerville, 
met Durham. 

As luck would have it, Darham was in need 
of a housekeeper. Ale and several friends were 
keeping bachelors’ quarters and the young 
woman was engaged bythem. Their acquaint- 
ance ripened into friendship and resulted in 
their being married less than two months jater. 

A year ago a baby was born tothem. They 
ived happily together, aud there was nothing 
o mar the harmony of § =wmarried iife. 
Everything moved smooth/y until last summer, 
At that time the woman took sick. She had 
an excessive fondness for green apples, and 
when she recovered was cautioned not to in- 
duige her peculiar taste any more. But she 
disregarded her physician’s advice, visited a 
neighbor and there ate of the forbidden fruit. 

She came home that evening suffering in- 
tensoly and stated that she had_not controlled 
herself and 

Had Eaten Twelve Apples. 

It threw her intoa spell of sickness from 
which she has never recovered. For several 
weeks she lingered between life and death, 
aud finally became convalescent. 

But Mrs. Durham’s liking for unripe apples 
not alone weakened her physically, says her 
husband, but mentally. She became ‘‘flighty’’ 
and scemed not to be a proper guardiau for her 
baby. Notwithstanding this, Durham took 
care of her and did what he could to restore 
her to complete health.

In 
an instant the girl sprang up and declared that 
her husband was giving up money for his 
sister-in-law, The remark was met with a 
loud burst of laughter, and, springing up, the 
girl slammed the door and left the house, 

This is Durhain’s side of the story. 

Yesterday morning he called at the station 
house in regard to the matter. It wasthe first 
time he had stirred himself for his wife, 
though she was gone a week and he knew that 
she was at the almshouse.

Sc'clalism the New Slavery. 

Socialism: is on top in nearly every civil- 
izea country, just now, although some: peo- 
do not seem to realize it. The proposed 
pensioning of workingmen in France, the 
compulsory life insurance of workingmen in 
Germany, and the ntovement of the National 
Provident League and many of the English 
clergy to pension all workingmen when they 
reach the age of sixty-five-these signs of 


the times indicate the drift of things tn 
Europe. ! 

As Sir William Vernon Harcourt says, 
‘We are all soctalists now.’’ In the United 
States we have gone so far by easy stages 
along the great highway of socialism, that 
we are more likely to push onward to the 
end than to retrace our steps. We may re- 
gard the third party demand for government 
ownership of transportation and telegraph 
lines as something extreme, but the govern- 
ment monopolizes the business of carrying 
the mails, and as General Toombs once said: 
‘‘There is no more reason why it should 
carry our letters than there is why it should 
carry our cotton,’’ Whenthe state takes 
charge of the education of our children, it 
goes far beyond anything like running the 
mails, and the transportation and telegraph 
service, soine of our states made 
education compnuisory, .and maintained a 
sinall army of policemen to run down and 
capture truant school children, and arrest 
obstinate parents whoclaimed that stomachs 
should be cared for before heads, the very 
climax of socialism was reached. 

With these facts before us, itis safe to say 
that in the old world and the new, under 
various shapes, we may expect to see social- 
ism rampant for some time to come. 

But is no protest made against this im- 
pending evil? Yes, even in England, the 
foresters recently adopted a resolution in 
Which they said: ‘It should be well under- 
stood that state aid means state interference, 
and we are of the opinion that no such 
thing will be tolerated by the members of 
ourorder.’’ Another society, through its ofli- 
cial head, says: 

We have no desire to see set up another great 
government department, withits army of offf- 
ciuls, to further tax the commimnity under the

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Herbert Spencer sounded the alarm sev- 
eral years ago in his pamphlet on ‘*The New 
Slavery.’’ ile showed very clearly that this 
interference of the state through its schemes

But we have 
filed the original for reference, and {if it was writ- 
ten by a John Waddell, of Sedaila, end if, hereaf- 
ter, any one is burned at the stake 
in Sedalia, in the state of Missouri, then, 
in that case, John Waddell would run the 
risk of being hanged by the neck until he 
is dead, if there is law enough in the state of Mis- 
souri to punish crime, and if it is possible for a 
newspaper’s demands for its enforcement to have 
itenrorced. Soif thereisa John Waddell in Se- 
dalia, and if he wrote this letter, let him look to 
himself in case the threats he makes are carried 
out.’ 

We do not think that Waddell is in any 
danger. If he and the good people of Se- 
dalia catch the negro who, a few nights ago, 
forced a gentleman and his wife at the point 
of a revolver to march out of town toa 
lonely spot, where the desperado tied the 
husband to a tree and assaulted his wife be- 
fore his eyes, it will surprise no oneif the 
citizens burn the wretch at the stake. In 
that event we do not believe that even the 
tremendous influeuce of Jones can hang 
Waddell or any other man engaged in the in- 
fliction of so terrible, and yet so just, a pun- 
ishment. ‘The people of the southwest are 
coing to stop these crimes of negroes against 
whiie women at any cost, and if they disre- 
gard the law the final result will be in the 
interest of law and justice. If a vote were 
taken in Missouri today on thisfquestion, 
Wadcdeli would be overwhelmingly endorsed, 
and Jones would get left, as he usually does,

Our progress is 
most beneficial when it is the outgrowth of 
public enlightenment.

A WEATHER BUREAU. 


The U. §. Signal Service Office May Be 
Moved to Grant Park. 


IT 1S NOW UNDER CONSIDERATION, 


And the Observatory Will Be Built by the 
City—The Park Being Greatly 
Improved, 


Grant park isto be made more attractive 
han eyer for the pseple to visit on Sundays 
during the summer. 

The finest aveune in the south is being 
built as an approach to it, and an attempt is 
being made to have the signal service bureau 
establish a branch in the park. 

A meeting of the park commission was to 
be held Saturday to consider the matter of 
establishing the observatory there, but action 
Was postponed until today on account of the 


absence of Mr. George Y. Gress, a memberof 7 


tlle commission. 

It is the purpose of the commission to build 
an observatory attached to the public comfort 
building, and afterwards get the concent of the 
war departinent “to allow the signal service 
bureau to be be moved to the park. Thecom- 
mission anticipates little trouble in getting 
the cousent of the government to this move. 

To build the observatory $2,000 is required, 
and it is believed no trouble will be found in 
getting the council to appropriate this sum. 

Major Sidney Root, Mr. Shropshire 
and Mr. J. J. Falvey visited the park Satar- 
day, and are favorab!e to the appropriation. 

A pavillion is to be built at the end of the 
electric line, at a cost of $1,009, for the accom- 
mouation of the public. 

The park has been greatly beautified during 

he past few months. Over four hundred 
shrubs and trees have been set out aud will 
add much to the beanty of the park. 

Mr. W. P. Robinson, the nurseryman, has 
given two hundred shrubs to be set out in the 
park. 

Park avenue, leading from West Fair street 
to the park, is being graded, and when com- 
pleted will be the finest avenue in tha south by 
far, It iscighty feet wide, and is as straight as 
an arrow. 

Theo walk is bordered with elm trees, and 
handsoine residenceson either side. It is a 
magnificent mall, and building lots are at a 
premiam. .

ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 


The Need for Some Such Movement Pointed 
Out by a Well-Known Citizen. 

During the past few months the newspapers of 
the city have been frequently called upon to re- 
port cases of genuine need—cases, some of them, 
of people with scarcely the meaus to keep starva- 
tion from their doors. That such should be pos- 
sible in agreat charitable city like Atlanta, has 
caused a great deal of comment and not a little 
criticism of that branch of thecity’s government 
supposed to take care of such cases. One of the 
men active in all charitable work in Atlanta is 
Mr. John F. Barclay. In the communication 
printed below, Mr, Barclay makes a suggestion 
that should be acted upon: 

EDITOR CONSTITUTION—The subject of a thor- 
oughly organized system of public charities is 
one which I have given considerable thought for 
several years past, and I must say that I am g6ur- 
prised to find how far behind other cities Atlanta 
is in this most important work. Every one will 
admit the importance of such organization and 
yet no one has as yet taken hold of the matter 
with the determination to push it to success, 

No people in the world respond to calls for help 
more promptly than do the citizens of Atlanta, 
and yet when I1 stzte that there is more 
absolute suffering - iy Atlanta today 
than has been for years, past, hundreds of your 
readers will be surprised, and many will question 


the truth of such a statement. But it is true, and 
‘any one who will eae a moment about it will 
if i 


very readily see why istrac. In the first place, 
all the railroads have discharged every man they 
could do without, and many of our large manu- 
facturing establishments Rave done the same, so 
that on this account there is inthis city today a 
perfect army of mechanics and workingmen on 
whom hundreds of Women and children are de- 
pendent, wie are out of employment, and 


cannot find work of any kind to do. 
Time and again within the last few weeks have 
I had men who never asked for help before come 
to me and tell of the suffering in their families 
and beg me to assist them in getting work of any 
kind. Oftentimes these men shed tears as they 
tell their sad stories. X 

I know men who have walked the 
streets for a whole week willing todo any kindof 
work, and yet unable to find it. One old lady said 
that her grandchildren were crying for bread. 
“And,” said she, “their father has walked for two 
weeks hunting work, and this morning the chil- 
dren were crying for bread when he left, and he 
told us that if he found no work today he didn't 
known whether he would ever come home again, 
as he just could not stand it to hear the children 
cry for bread.”” A large majority of those who 
are suffering most are thuse who will not ask for 
help. 

I know one deserving family, where the hus- 
band has alinost lost his eyesight, having injured 
his sight by seven years’ work at an emory wheel. 
For some time he has been Gnaie to work at any- 
thing, and has been a great sufferer all the time. 
His wife andtwo children have been down sick. 
The wife, who has done her own work, has been 
compelled to sell her washtub and 
then ler washpot in order that the 
children might be fed. This is =._« Only 
one of the great many cases I could mention. 

Often when Lhaye mentioned the subject to 
pereous I chanced to meet, they would ask, ‘‘Don’t 
the city provide for such cases?” Ishallnot at- 
tempt to answer that question, but if any of your 
readers desire to “investigate” for themselves as 
to how much and how che city he ps the needy, I 
will reier them to some of the worthy 
poor of the city who have been 
forced, by hunger and want to call on 
the city once for help, but who would willingly lie 
down and die rather than do soagain. In addi- 
tion to the want aud di-tress which comes from 
their being out of employment, many of these un- 
fortunate ones, who have worked 
hard to sccure littie homes of 
their fown, are now being pressed to ay 
tor sidewalks and street improvements, and no 
doubt many will have to sell in order to pay. 

Now what is to be done? 

My idea is that, as soon as possible, a perma- 
pent organization slionid be pertccted, composed 
of well-known, responsible men, who will take 
right hold of the matter and make it a success. It 
is done in other citics, why not here? 

While in Washington, a few months azo, I made 
some inquiry a3 to charities there, and found that 
they had the best system of any city I have vis- 
ited. ‘The charities are all dirpensed through 
the missions of the city. On Peunsylvania 
avenue, right in the heart of the city, is 
located the Central Union niission, with its board 
of directors composed of prominent business 
men of all denominations of Christians. The city 
is divided into districts, and of these, 
eightin number, there i8 located a vranci mis- 
sion with acuperintendent and organized work- 
ers, visiting committees, etc. These branch mis- 
sions make weekly reports to the central, and the 
work is sothorough'y done th:t cach district is 
fully covered, and the needy are ali cared for. 
Every year thousanmis of dollars in money, cloth- 
ing und provisions are given by tie charitably 
disposed, to the central mission, and through the 
various comnuiitces this is judiciously given out 
to those whe most need it. 

In this way the worthy are  heiped 
while impostors and deadbeats are given very 
little chance. Should one of these call ata resi- 
dence or place of business and ask for assistance, 
they are given a “central missiou’’ card, and 
directed to call there. I:mpostors seldom present 
the cards, aseach case is investigated. I have the 
reports of this cliss of work trom Hartford and 
New Haven, Conn., Toronto, Canada, Buffalo, 
N. Y., and other places, and have just receiveda 
very interesting one from Norwich, Conn. 

Yhese I[ will be glad to fyrnish to 
one who is interested in this 
work—and it j8 important, so much 60 
that no time should be lost. Ail around 
us are suffering ones who need help, and unless 
Some steps are taken at once, this suffering will 
be greater. Let not another week pass witout an 
organization.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


The Sam Road Is Said to Want to Buy 
the Savannah and Western. 


RATHER A STARTLING PROPOSITION 


But It Would Bea Sensible Step for One 
ofthe Lines to Sell Out—General 
Railroad Gossip. 


‘ 


The report that the Sam road is trying to 
lease or buy the Savannah and Western has 
such an audacious sound, that one hardly 
knows how seriously to regard it. A few 
months ago the Savannah and Western got on 
its high horse and talked about the Sam line 
as though it was a helpless affair. But Colonel 
Hawkins has not been idle a minute. He has 
been planning to get into Risauean over ®' 
line of his own, and from all accounts the Rich- 
mond and Danville finds that it must either: 
turn the Savannah and Western over to Col- 
onel Hawkins or be paralleled. The Savan-. 
nah and Western starts at a point on the 
Centra. eighteen miles west of Savannah, and 
runs seventy-two miles due west to Lyons, 
where it counects with the Sam road from 
Americus, 

The Savannah and Western was built by 
the Contra! to head off tlie Sam road and to 
keep it from extending into Savannah. That 
was three years ago. The charter of the 
Savannah and Western is probably the most 
liberal in the state. It was obtained about 
ten years ago and was sold by the original in- 
corporators to the Central for $10,000 in hand 
paid. The Savannah and Western sys- 
tem was bonded for $18,000,000. For a long 
time there were millions of these beautiful 
bonds in the Central’s vaults and it is likely 
that the Richmond and Danville has taken 
some of them. 

If Colone! Hawkins were to buiid the Sam 
road on into Savannah, the Savannah and 
Western would have tobe extendel or would 
be only aloeal line. It is stated that the 
Sam company has ample fauds to 
build, buy or lease, aiid in the 
present condition of a fairs the 
Richmond and Danville wou!d probably be 
more inclined to sell than to be paraileled. 
There is not business enough for tyro roads in 
the territory, and one or the other ought to 
sell out. Savannah is anxious to havea line 
from the west independent of tie it.chmond 
and Danville. Byselling or leasing the Sa 
vannah and Western to Colone! Hawkins, the 
Richmond and Danville will in some measure 
pacify the people of the eastern part of the 
State. 

A meeting of the capitalists ‘~‘erested in 
the Sam ruad is to be held in Bu:. noroina 
few days. Unless the Savanpahtand Western 
can be bonght or leased, the Sa:a will begin 
work on its extension at an early date.

Bishop Nelson Reads the Morning Ser- 
vice at St. Philip's. 


A LARGE CONGREGATION GREETS HIM. 


A Very Impressive Service~Dr. Tupper’s 
Sermon—Dr. Barrett at St. Luke’s, 
Atthe Other Churches.

The superb 
strains keemed to have comprehended the sig- 
nificance Wi the event of the new bisbop’s first 
appearance. It was Jsweet, entrtancing and up- 
liiting. The choir never sang sweeter orto better 
purpose. 

sefore beginning his sermon Dr. Tupper made 
@ little talk welcoming the bishop and bespeaking 
for him great success in the work he had under- 
taken. 

Dr. ‘Supper preached a most able sermon from 
Matthew vi, 1-2. 

St. Matthew, he said, presented the human side 
of @Christ in the written record he made of 
Christ's doings. The people .did not believe he 
was God until afterthe performing of tbe first 
miiracie. 

These are three steps in the Christian graces— 
hope, taith and charity. We need none 
of these more than charity. . It should 
be taught and inculcated. God had 
placed it, in His estimate, above all others. God 
does not need anything we may do, toglorify Him, 
but in glorifying Him among men we glory our- 
acives. 

‘“*‘Let us before and during this Lenten season do 
good to alii Let us goamong men and get in 
touch with their troubles. Go among God’s poor— 
poor not alone in the world’s goods, but in the 
Chrisiian Let us divest ourselves of our 
Bellish ideas. Weare blindedto our own faults. 
Let us litt ourselves out of ourselves and read the 
motives of others, see what they have overcome 
and we will jadge them with more charity. 

“Judge is a peneric term, and it is necessary that 
we have, judges and judgemnt. But judgment 
must be righteous. We often judge others by 
ddie rumors floating around—the harsh 
judgment of the world == is this. We 
Should withhold our judgment. Let us 
be careful in judging others. The pure 
Bpirit, instead of condemning, blesses. Let us 
take the beam from ourowneye and we will ba 
better enabled to behold clearly the mote in our 
brother's eye and seeing it go to him, notin a 
spirit of judging, but of love.”

Dr. R. 8S. Barrett preached toalarge congrega- 
tron yesterday morning on the subject of “Love.” 

He took no scriptural text, but preached from 
the collect for the day. The church was well 
filled, chairs having to be crowded into the aisles 
to accommodate the number present.

By hard work, poor 
thing, it had brought forth twoor three cold, 
white roses. The other was in a garden on Lake 
Como. Strong, succulent and vigorous, sending 
its iong, green shoots up to the 
warm Italian sunlight and covered witb 
great, glorious roses, that blushed with health and 
joy. Christian menand women pour down on 
our new bishop, placed here by Ciod’s hand, such 
unreserved coniidence and absolute sunshine of 
Christian love that his labors among us shall be 
spontaneous and joyous, and never seem like 
tei.”

Dr. Robins made the ap- 
plication very forcibly. He said that the tree 
grew in every direction and a good man’s charac- 
ter developed in every direction. 

All in all, it was a most appropriate and enjoya- 
ble sermon.

The elaboration of this 
power In its many features and results was a mas- 
terful portion of the sermon. 

An iimpressive reference was made to the atill- 
born birth of the Holy Ghost in a heart that 
brought no living fruits. The service was con- 
cluded by a short prayer by one of the brothers. 

The Chureh of the Redeemer. 

Dr. Sherrill’s sermon Sunday morning was an 
urgent, limpressive presentation of the gospel, 
from these words: “Among whom are ye also, the 
called of Jesus Christ.’

Are there needed any more 
rum sellers, defaulters, adulterers, agnostics, com- 
luunists, hyprocrites, political or religious? All 
reply “enough.”’ 

When in a plague a city is filled with 
sick, dying and dead there is all the 
nore need of men of health and 
strength, so the divine call comes today for men 
to come out to help stay the tide and teach what 
is good and right. The call’s power is greatest in 
Christ Himself, and in His ceaseless love. He 
relies on our gratitude when He said: “If I be 
lifted up will draw all men unto me.”’ And shall 
it be effective? Or will we elect judgment?

The pastor, Mr. Williamson, preached in the 
morning ¢to a large and attentive audience on 
the subject of “Missions,’’ Next Sunday is the 
day for offerings,in the Christian church through- 
out the United States for forcign missions.

I am as certain of 
itas that lam sitting here talking to you.” Mr. 
Williamson urged upon his hearers the claims of 
the field and its needs, and when he spoke with 
pathos and earnestness of the brave heroes who 
were upholding the banner of the cross 
in foreign lands, and of their naneenees 
and sacrifices, manv a tear stole down the checks 
of his listeners.

FIFTY DOBLARS MADE OUT OF A FIVER, 


The Shrewd Game of a Sharper—Smith 
Tried to Pass It and Was 
Arrested. 


Officer Mauldin, of Dalton, brought Frank 
Smith, a white man, about thirty-five years of age, 
from Dalton to Atlanta Saturday nightand lodged 
him in jail here. 

Smith is a farmer living seven miles from 
Dalton, and the charge of counterfeiting was 
entered on the books against him. 

He protests his innocence, Officer Mauldin has 
the bill which Smith tried to pass ona Dalton 
merchant, and which he holds is proof conclusive 
Of Smith's guilt. 

If the charge is true, Mauldin hit upon a very 
unhappy plan of inflating the currency. 

The inflation in this case, so far as known, only 
amounted to $45, but it is quite enough to get 
Smith into a sea of trouble. 

Officer Mauldin hadin his possession the bill 
— Smith is charged with trying to counter- 

elt. 

When it was originally issued by the govern- 
ment it was a five-dollar bill—an honest green- 
back, with a ‘‘V” in one corner. 

By the delicate handiwork and patchwork of 
some skillful hand the bill had been transformed 
into a fifty-dollar bill. 

The history of the bill before coming into 
Sinith’s hands is, of course, unknown, but the 
history of it since coming out of Smith’s hands is 
known. 

One day last week Smith went to Dalton to 
make some purchases. He went into a 
dry goods store and purchased a_ hat, 
a yery fair article, and tendered in payment the 
fifty-dollar bill,which ts now creating the rumpus. 

“I haven't got the change,’’ the clerk said. “I'll 
step out and get it.” 

The bill looked all right and the merchant sus- 
picioned nothing. Me carried it into the store 
next dvor—a furniture store—and asked for 
change for it. 

Ilis accommodating neighbor gladly offered to 
oblige him, and counting out the sum in silver 
pieces and greenbacks, handed it to the merchant. 
He started to place the fifty-dollar bill in his 
cash drawer, when he noticed a place slightly torn 
in the left-hand corner, 

He scrutinized it moreclosely. A glance showed 
him that it was a clever counterfeit. 

The ‘V” in the left-hand corner had been 
pasted over with the figures ‘‘50’’ so as to make it 
appear as a genuine fifty-dollar greenback. 

The imitation was perfect, the figures and the 
color of the paper being the same. The counter- 
feiter’s work did not stop here. dn large letters in 
the middle of the bill was the Ny ve" This 
wa cleverly doctored s0 to appear 
be i v8 

The furniture man told the merchant of the 
counterfeit, andin a few minutes an officer was 
summoned. 

When the merchant returned to his store Smith 
was still “arene for his change, and the officer 
quickly nabbed Lim, much to his surprise. 

Smith declared that no deception was intended 
by him—that the bill had been passed on him as 
genuine. This fact was not established, however, 
and he was brought to Atlanta, charged with 
counterfeiting. 

He will be tried in the United States court. 

He still maintains his innocence, but will talk 
no further about the matter.

Tho Glories of the Christian Religion 


Likened to The 


MAGNIFICENCE OF SOLOMON’S TEMPLE 


Byi Dr. Talmage in His Sermon Yes- 
Yesterday at the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, 


BrRooKtyn, N.Y., February 28.—[Special.]— 
The congregation at the tabernacle this morn- 
ing listened to a glowing description of the 
magnificence of Solomon, which Dr. Talmage 
likened to the giories af the Christian religion, 
which would, he said, be a surprise to all who 
tried it ‘for themselves. His text was: I 
Kings, x, 7: “Behold, the half was not told 
me.”’ 

Solomon had resolved that Jerusalem should 
be the center of all sacred, regal and commer- 
cial magnificence. He set himself to work 
and monopolized the surrounding desert as a 
highway for his caravans. He built the city 
of Palmyra around one of the principal wells 
of the east, so that.all the long trains of mer- 
chanidise from the east were obliged to stop 
there, pay toll and leave part of their wealth 
in the hands of Solomon’s'§ merchants. 
He manned the fortress Thap- 
sacus at the chief ford of the 
Euphrates, and’ put under guard everything 
that passed there. The three great products 
of Palestine—wine pressed from the richest 
clusters and celebrated all the world over; oil 
which in that hot country is the entire substi- 
tute for butter and Jard, and was pressed from 
tho olive branches until every tree in the 
country became an oil well; and honey which 
was the entire substitute for sugar—these three 
great products of the country Solomon ex- 
ported, and received in return fruits and 
precious woods and the animals of ever 
clime. , 

He went down to Ezion-geber and ordered a 
fleet of ships to be constructed, oversaw the 
workmen, and watched the launching of the 
flotilla which was to go out on morethana 
year's voyage, to bring home the wealth of 
the then known world. He heard that the 
Eyyptian horses were large and swift, and 
long-maned aud round-limbed, and he re- 
solved to purchase them, giving $85 apicce for 
them, putting the best of these horses in his 
own stall, and selling the surplus to foreig 
potentates at great profit. 

He beard that there was the best of timber 
on Mount Lebanon, and he sent out 150,000 
men to hew down the forest and drag the tim- 
ber through the mountain gorges, to construct 
it into rafts to be tloated to Joppa, and from 
thence to be drawn by ox teams twenty-five 
miles across the land to Jerusalem. He heard 
that there were beautiful flowers in other 
lands. He sent for them, planted them in his 
own gardens, and to this very day there are 
flowers found in the ruins of that city such as 
are to be found in no other part of Palestine, 
the lineal descendants of the very flowers that 
Soloinon planted. He heard that in foreign 
groves there were birds of richest voice and 
most luxuriant wing. He sentout people to 
catch them and bring them there, ani he put 
them into his cages. 

Stand back now and see this long train of 
came!s coming up to the King’s gate,and the ox 
trains from Egypt,gold,and silver and precious 
stones, aud beasts of every hoof, and birds of 
every wing, and fish of every scale! See the 
peacocks strut under the cedars,and the horse- 
men run and the chariots wheel! Hark to 
the orchestra! Gaze upon the dance! Not 
stopping to look into the wonders of the tem- 
ple, step right on to the causeway, and pass up 
to Solomon’s palace! 

Here we find ourselves amid a collection of 
buildings on which the king had lavished the 
wealth of many empires. The genius of 
Hiram, the architect, and of the other artists 
is here seen in the long line of corridors and 
the suspended gallery and the approach to the 
throne. Traceried window opposite traceried 
window. Bronzed ornaments bursting 
into lotus and lily and pomegranate. 
Chapiters surrounded by a network of ieaves 
in which imitation fruit seemed suspended as 
in hanging baskets. Three’  branches—so 
Josephus tells us—three branches sculptured 
on the marble, sothin and subtlethat even the 
leaves seemed to quiver. A laver capable of 
holding 500 barre's of water on 600 brazen ox- 
heads, which gushed with water and filled the 
whole place with coolness and crystalline 
brightness and musical plash. Ten tables 
chased with chariot wheel and lion and 
cherubim. Solomon sat ona throne of ivory. 
At the seating-place of the throne, on each 
end of the steps, a brazen lion. Why, my 
friends, in that place they trimmed their 
candies with snuffers of gold, andthey cut 
their fruits with knives of gold, and they 
wasled their facesin basins of gold, and they 
scooped out the ashes with shovels of gold, and 
they stirred the altar fires with tongs of gold. 
Gold reflected in the water! Gold flashing 
from the appare!! Gold blazingin the crown! 
Gold! gold! gold! 

Of course the news of the affluence of that 
place went out everywhere, by every caravan 
and by wing of every ship, until soon the 
streets of Jerusalem are crowded with curiosity 
seekers. What is that long procession ap- 
proaching Jerusa‘em? I think from the pomp 
of it there must be royaltyin the train. I 
smell the breath of the spices which are 
brought as presents, and I hear the shout of 
the drivers, aud I seethe dust-covered caravan, 
showing that they come from faraway. Cry 
the news up to the palace. The queen of 
Sheba advances. Let the all the people 
come out to ses. Let mighty men of 
the land come out on the palace cor- 
ridors. Let Solomon come down the stairs of 
the palace before the gueen has alighted. 
Shake out the cinnamon, and the saffron, and 
the calamus, and the frankincense, and pass 
it into the treasure house. Take up the dia- 
monds until they glitter in the sun, 

The queen of Sheba alights. She enters the 
palace. She washes at the bath. She sits 
down at the banquet. The cup bearers bow. 
The meat smokes. You hear the dash of 
waters from the molten sea. Then she rises 
from the banquet and walks through the con- 
servatories, and gazes on the architecture, and 
she asks Solomon inany strange questions, and 
she learns about the religion of the Hebrews, 
and she then and there becomes aservant of 
the Lord God. 

She is overwhelmed. She begins to think 
that all the spices she brought, and all the 
precious woods which are intended to be 
turned into harps and psalteries and into rail- 
ings for the causeway between the tempie and 
the palace, and the $180,000 in money—she 
begins to think that all these presents amount 
to nothing in such a place, and she is almost 
ashamed that she has brought them, and she 
Bays within herself: ‘I heard a great deal 
about this wonderful religion of the Hebrews, 
but I find it far beyond my highest anticipa- 
tions. I must add more than 50 per cent to 
what has been related. It exceeds everything 
that I could have expected. The half—the 
half was not told me.” 

Learn from this subject what a. beautiful 
thing it is when sociai position and wealth sur- 
reuder themselves to God. When religion 
comes to a neighborhood, the first to receive it 
are the women. Some men say it is because 
they are weak-minded. I say it is because 
they have quicker perception of what is right, 
more ardent affection and capacity for sub- 
jimer emotion. After the women have re- 
ceived the gospe! then all the distressed and 
the pocr of both sexes, those who have no 
friguds, accept Jesus. Last of all come the 
people of affluence and high social position. 
Alas, that it is so! 

If there are those here today who bave been 
favored of fortune, or, as I might better put 
it, favored of God, surrender all you have and 


-all you expect to be tothe Lord who blessed 


this queen of Sheba. Certainly you are not 
ashamed to be found in this queen’s company. 
Iam glad that Christ has thad His impsrial 
friends in all ages—Elizabeth Christina, queen 
of Prussia; Maria gh wet py rv of Rus- 
sia; Marie,empress of France; Helena, the im- 

rial mother of Constantine; Arcadia, from 

er great fortunes building public baths in 
Constantinople and toiling for the allevietion 
of the masses; Queen Ciotilda, Jeading her 
husband aud 4,000 of his azmed warriors to 
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Christian baptism; Elizabeth, of Burgundy, 
giving her jeweled glove to a beggar, and 
scattering great fortanes among the distressed ; 
Prince Albert, singing “Rock of Ages” in 
Windsor castle,and Queen Vict@mia, incognita, 
reading the scriptures to a dying pauper. 

I bless God thatthe day is coming when 
royalty will bring all its thrones, and musie all 
its harmonies, and paintiny ali its pictures,and 
sculpture all its statuary, and architecture all 
its pillars, and conqrest all its scepters; and 
the queens of the earth in long line of advance, 
frankincense filling the air and the camels 
laden with gold, shall approach Jerusalem, 
and the gates shall be hoisted, and the great 
burden of splendor shal) be lifted into the pal- 
ace of this greater than Solomon. 

Again, my subject teaches me what is earn- 
estness in the search of truth. Do you. know 
where Sheba was? It was in Abyssinia, or 
some say in the southern part of Arabia Felix. 
In either case it was a great way off from 
Jerusalem. To get from there to Jerusalem 
she had to cross a country infested with ban- 
dits, and go across blistering deserts. Why 
did not the queen of Sheba stay at home and 
send a committee to inquire about this new re- 
ligion, and have the delegates report in regard 
to that religion and weaith of King Soloyion ? 
She wanted tosee for herself, and hear for 
herself. Shecould notdo this by work of 
couimittee. She felt she had a soul worth 
ten thousand kingdoms like Sheba, and she 
wanted a robe richer-than any woven by 
oriental shuttles, and she wanted a crown 
set with the jewels of eternity. Bring 
out the camels. Putonthe spices. Gather 
up the jewels of the throne and put 
them on the caravan. Start now; no 
time to be Jost. Goad onthe camels. When 
[seo that caravan, dast covered, weary and 
exhausted, trudging on across the desert and 
among the bandits until it reaches Jerusalem, 
I say, ‘‘fhero is an earnest seeker after the 
truth.” - 

But there aro a great many of you, my 
friends, who do not act in that way. Yon all 
want to get the truth, but you want the truth 
to come to you; youdo not want togo to it. 
There aro people who fold their arms and say, 
“Tam ready to become a Christian at any 
time; if Iam to be saved I shal) be saved, and 
if I am to be lost I shall be lost.’’ Ah! Jerusa- 
lam will never come to you; you must go to 
Jerusalein. The religion of. the Lord Jesus 
Christ will not come to you; you must go and 
get religion. Bring out the camels; pat on all 
the sweet spices, ali the treasures of the heart’s 
affection. Start for the throne. Go in and 
hear the waters of salvation dashing in fount. 
ains all ground about the throne. Sit 
down at the banquet—the wine pressed 
from the grapes of the  heaventy 
Eschol, the ange!s of God the cup-bearers. 
Goad onthe camels; Jerusalem will never 
come to you, you must go to Jerusalem. The 
Bible declares it: ‘‘The quesn of the south’’— 
that is this very woman I am speaking of—‘‘the 
queen of the south shall rise up in judgment 
agaiust this generation and condemn it; for 
she came from the uttermost parts of the earth 
to hear the wisdoin of Soloinon; and, behold! 
a greater than Solomon is here.’’ God help 
me to break up the infatuation of those people 
who are sitting down in idleness, expecting to 
be saved. “Strive toenterin at the straight 
gate. Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall. find; knock, and it shall be 
opened to you.’’ Take the kingdomof heaven 
by violence. Urge on the camels! 

Again, my subject impresses me with the 
fact that religion is asurprise toany one that 
getsit. This story of the new religion in Je- 
‘rusalem, and of the glory of King Solomon, 
who was atype of Christ—that story rolls on 
and on, andisto'd by every traveler coming 
back from Jerusalem. ‘The news goes on the 
wing of every shipand with every caravan, 
and you know a Stcry enlarges as itis retold, 
and by the time that story gets down into the 
southern part of Arabia Felix, and the queen 
of Sheba hears it, it must be a tremendous 
story. And yet this queen declares in regard 
to it, although she had heard so much and had 
her anticipations raised so high, the half—the 
half was not told her. 

So religion is always a surprise to any one 
that gets it. The story of grace—an old stury. 
Apostles preached it with rattle of chain; 
martyrs declared it with arin of fire ;deathbeds 
have affirmed it with visions of glory, and 
ministers of religion have sounded it through 
the lanes, andthe highways, and the chapels, 
and the cathodrals. It has been cut into stone 
with chisel, and spread on the canvas with 
pencil; and it has been recited in the doxology 
of great congregations. And yet when o mau 
first comes to look on the palace of God’s 
mercy, and to see the royalty of Christ, and 
the wealth of this banquet, and the luxuriance 
of his attendance, and the joveliness of his 
face, and the joy of his service, he exclaims 
with prayers, with tears, with sighs, with 
triumpps: “The half—the half was not told 
me!’’ 

I appeal to those in this house who are 
Christians, Compare the idea you had of the 
joy of the Christian life before you became a 
Christian with the appreciation of that joy you 
have now, since you have become a Christian, 
and you are willing to attest before angels and 
men that you never in the days of your spirit- 
ual bondage had any appreciation of what was 
tocome. You are ready today to answer, and 
if I gave you an opportunity in the midst of 
this assemblage, you would speak out and say 
in regard to the discoveries you have made of 
the mercy and the grace and the goodness of 
God: ‘The hbaif—the half was not told mo!” 

Well, we hear a great deal about the good 
time that iscoming to this world, when it is 
to be girded with salvation. Holiness on the 
bells of the horses. The lion’s mane patted by 
the handjof a babe. Ships of Tarshish bring- 
ing cargoes for Jesus, and the hard, dry, bar- 
ren, winter-bleached, storm-scarred, thunder- 
split rock breaking into floods of bright water. 
Deserts into which dromedaries thrust their 
nostrils, because they were afraid of the 
simoon—deserts blooming into carnation roses 
and silver-tipped lilies.

Byi Dr. Talmage itn His Sermon Yes- 
Yesterday at the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle, 


Brooktyn, N.Y., February 28.—[Special.]— 
The congregation at the tabernacle this morn- 
ing listened to a glowing description of the 
magnificence of Solomon, which Dr. Talmage 
likened to the giories af the Christian religion, 
which would, he said, be a surprise to all who 
tried it -for themselves. His text was: I 
Kings, x, 7: “Behold, the half was not told 
me.’’ 

Solomon had resolved that Jerusalem should 
be the center of all sacred, regal and commer- 
cial magnificence. He set himgelf to work 
and monopolized the surrounding desert as a 
highway for his caravans. He built the city 
of Palmyra around one of the principal wells 
of the east, so that.all the long trains of mer- 
chanidise from the east were obliged to stop 
there, pay toll and leave part of their wealth 
in the hands of Solomon’s'§ merchants. 
He manned the fortress Thap- 
sacus at the chief ford of the 
Euphrates, and put under guard everything 
that passed there. The three great products 
of Palestine—wine pressed from the richest 
clusters and celebrated all the world over; oil 
which in that hot country is the entire substi- 
tute for butter and lard, and was pressed from 
the olive branches until every tree in the 
country became an oil weil; and honey which 
was the entire substitute for sugar—these three 
great products of the country Solomon ex- 
ported, and received in return fruits and 
precious woods and the animals of every 
clime. eg 

He went down to Ezion-geber and ordered a 
fleet of ships to be constructed, oversaw the 
workmen, and watched the launching of the 
flotilla which was to go out on more thana 
year's voyage, to bring home the wealth of 
the then known world. He heard that the 
Egyptian horses were large and swift, and 
long-maned and round-limbed, and he re- 
soived to purchase them, giving $&5-apicce for 
them, putting the best of these horses in his 
own stall, and selling the surplus to foreign 
poteutates at great profit. 

He beard that there was the best of timber 
on Mount Lebanon, and he sent out 180,000 
men to hew down the forest and drag the tim- 
ber through the mountain gorges, to construct 
it into rafts to be tloated to Joppa, and from 
thence to be drawn by ox teams twenty-five 
miles across the land to Jerusalem. He heard 
that there were beautiful flowers in other 
Jands. He sent for them, planted them in his 
own gardens, and to this very day there are 
flowers found in the ruins of that city such as 
are to be found in no other part of Palestine, 
the lineal descendants of the very flowers that 
Soloinon planted. He heard that in foreign 
groves there were birds of richest voice and 
most luxuriant wing. He sent out people to 
catch them and bring them there,-anl he put 
them into his cages. 

Stand back now and see this long train of 
camels coming up to the king’s gate,and the ox 
trains from Evypt,gold.and silver and precious 
stones, aud beasts of every hoof, and birds of 
every wing, and fish of every scale! See the 
peacocks strut under the cedars,and the horse- 
men run and the chariots wheel! Hark to 
the orchestra! Gaze upon the dance! Not 
stopping to look into the wonders of the tem- 
ple, step right on to the causeway, and pass up 
to Solomon’s palace! 

Here we find ourselves amid a collection of 
buildings on which the king had lavished the 
wealth of many empires. The genius of 
Hiram, the architect, and of the other artists 
is here seen in the long line of corridors and 
the suspended gallery and the approach to the 
Traceried window opposite traceried 
window. Bronzed ornaments bursting 
into lotus and lily and pomegranate. 
Chapiters surrounded by a network of ieaves 
in which imitation fruit seemed suspended as 
in hanging baskets. Three  branches—so 
Josephus tells us—three branches sculptured 
on the marble, sothin and subtle that even the 
leaves seemed to quiver. A laver capable of 
holding 500 barre!s of water on 600 brazen ox- 
heads, which gushed with water and filled the 
whole place with coolness and crystalline 
brightness and musical plash. Ten tables 
chased with chariot wheel and lion and 
cherubim. Solomon sat ona throne of ivory. 
At the soating-plate of the throne, on each 
end of the steps, a brazen lion. Why, my 
friends, in that place they trimmed their 
candles with snuffers of gold, and they cut 
their fruits with knives of gold, and they 
washed their facesin basins of gold, and they 
scooped out the ashes with shovels of gold, and 
they stirred the altar fires with tongs of gold. 
Gold rofiected in the water! Gold flashing 
from the apparel! Gold blazingin the crown! 
Gold! gold! gold! 

Of course the news of the affiuence of that 
place went out everywhere, by every caravan 
and by wing of every ship, until soon the 
streets of Jerusalem are crowded with curiosity 
seekers. What is that long procession ap- 
proaching Jerusa‘em? I think from the pomp 
of it there must be royaltyinthetrain. I 
smell the breath of the spices which are 
brought as presents, and I hear the shout of 
the drivers, aud I seethe dust-covered caravan, 
showing that they come from faraway. Cry 
the news up to the palace. The queen of 
Sheba advances. Let the all the people 
come out to see. Let mighty men of 
the land come out on the palace cor- 
ridors. Let Solomon come down the stairs of 
the palace before the gueen has alighted. 
Shake out the cinnamon, and the saffron, and 
the calamus, and the frankincense, and pass 
it into the treasure house. Take up the dia- 
monds until they glitter in the sun, 

The queen of Sheba alights. She enters the 
palace. She washes at the bath. She sits 
down at the banquet. The cup bearers bow. 
The meat smokes. You hear the dash of 
waters from the molten sea. Then she rises 
from the banquet and walks through the con- 
servyatories, and gazes on the architecture, and 
she asks Solomon inany strange questions, and 
she learns about the religion of the Hebrews, 
and she then and there becomes aservant of 
the Lord God. 

She is overwhelmed. She begins to think 
that all the spices she brought, and all the 
precious woods which are intended to be 


' tarned into harps and psalteries and into rail- 


ings for the causeway between the temple and 
the palace, and the $130,000 in money—she 
begins to think that all these presents amount 
to nothing in such a place, and she is almost 
ashamed that she has brought them, and she 
Bays within herself: “I heard a great deal 
about this wonderful religion of the Hebrews, 
but I find it far beyond my highest anticipa- 
tions. I must add more than 50 per cent to 
what has been related. It exceeds everything 
that I couid have expected. The half—the 
half was not told me.”’ 

Learn from this subject what a beautiful 
thing it is when social position and wealth sur- 
render themselves to God. When religion 
comes to a neighborhood, the first to receive it 
are the women. Some men say it is because 
they are weak-minded. I say it is because 
they have quicker perception of what is right, 
more ardent affection and capacity for sub- 
Jimer emotion. After the women have re- 
ceived the gospel then all the distressed and 
the pocr of both sexes, those who have no 
friends, accept Jesus, Last of all come the 
people of aftluence and high social position. 
Alas, that it is so! 

If there are those here today who bave been 
favored of fortune, or, as I might better put 
it, favored of God, surrender all you have and 
all you expect to be tothe Lord who blessed 
this queen of Sheba. Certainly you are not 
ashamed to be found in this queen’s company. 
Iam giad that Christ has thad His impgrial 
friends in all ages—Elizabeth Christina, queen 
of Prussia; Maria Feodorovwna, queen of Rus- 
sia; Marie,empress of France; Helena, the im- 
perial mother of Constantine; Arcadia, from 

er great fortunes building public baths in 
Constantinople and toiling for the allevietion 
of the masses; Queen Ciotilda, jeading her 


husband aud 4000 of his armed warriors to 4

Christian baptism; Elizabeth, of Burgundy, 
giving her jeweled glove to a beggar, and 
scattering great fortunes among the distressed ; 
Prince Albert, singing ‘Rock _of Ages” in 
Windsor castle,and Queen Vict@&ia, incognita, 
reading the scriptures to a dying pauper. 

I bless God thatthe day is coming when 
royalty will bring all itsthrones, and musie all 
its harmonies, and paintiny alt its pictures,and 
sculpture all its statuary, and architecture all 
its pillars, and conquest all its scepters; and 
the queens of the earth ip longline of advance, 
frankincense filling the air and the can.els 
laden with gold, shall approach Jerusalem, 
and the gates shall be hoisted, and the great 
burden of splendor shall be lifted into the pal- 
ace of this greater than Solomon. 

Again, my subject teaches ne what is. earn- 
estness in the search of truth. Do you know 
where Sheba was? It was in Abyssinia, or 
some say in the southern part of Arabia Felix. 
In either case it was a great way off from 
Jerusalem. To get from there to Jerusalem 
she had to cross a country infested with ban- 
dits, and go across blistering deserts. Why 
did not the queen of Sheba stay at home and 
send a committee to inquire about this new re- 
ligion, and have the delegates report in regard 
to that religion and weaith of King Soloyion ? 
She wanted tosee for herself, and hear for 
herself. She could notdo this by work of 
committee. She felt she bad a soul worth 
ten thousand kingdoms likes Sheba, and she 
wanted a robe richer than any woven by 
oriental shuttles, and she wanted a crown 
set with the jewels of eternity. Bring 
out the camels. Putonthe spices. Gather 
up the jewels of the throne and put 
them on the caravan. Start now; no 
time to be Jost. Goad onthe camels. ‘When 
Iseo that caravan, dast covered, weary and 
exhausted, trudging on across the desert and 
among the bandits until it reaches Jerusalem, 
I say, ‘‘fhero is an earnest seeker after the 
truth.” i 

But there aro a great many of you, my 
friends, who.do not act in that way. You alii 
want to get the truth, but you want the trath 
to come to you; youdo not wanttogo to it, 
There are people who fold their arms and say, 
“Tam ready to become a Christian at any 
time; if I am to be saved I shall be saved, and 
if I am to be lost I shall be lost.’’ Ah! Jerusa- 
lam will never come to you; you must go to 
Jerusalein. The religion of. the Lord Jesus 
Christ will not come to you; you must go and 
get religion. Bring out the camels; pat on all 
the sweet spices, ali the treasures of the heart’s 
affection. Start for the throne. Go in and 
hear the waters of salvation dashing in fount- 
ains all around about the throne. Sit 
down at the banquet—the wine pressed 
from the grapes of the heavenly 
Eschol, the ange!s of God the cup-bearers, 
Goad onthe camels; Jerusalem will uever 
come to you, you must go to Jerusalem. The 
Bible declares it: ‘The quesn of the south’— 
that isthis very woman I am speaking of—‘"‘the 
queen of the south shall rise up in judgment 
agaiust this generation and condemn it; for 
she came from the uttermost parts of the earth 
to hear the wisdoin of Soloinon; and, behold! 
a greater than Solomon is here.’”?’ God help 
me to break up the infatuation of those people 
who are sitting down in idleness, expecting to 
be saved. “Strive toenterin at the straight 
gate. Ask, and itshall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened to you.’’ Take the kingdomof heaven 
by violence. Urge on the camels! 

Again, my subject impresses me with the 
fact that religion is asurprise toany one that 
getsit. This story of the new religion in Je- 
rusalem, and of the glory of King Solomon, 
who was a type of Christ—that story rolls on 
and on, andisto’d by every traveler coming 
back from Jerusalem. ‘The news goeson the 
wing of every ship and with every caravan, 
and you know a Story eniarges as itis retold, 
and by the time that story gets down into the 
southern part of Arabia Felix, and the queen 
of Sheba hears it, it must be a tremendous 
story. And yet this queen declares in regard 
to it, although she had heard so much and had 
her anticipations raised so high, the half—the 
half was not told her. 

So religion is always a surprise to any one 
that getsit. The story of grace—an old stury. 
Apostles preached it with rattle of chain; 
martyrs declared it with arin of fire ;deathbeds 
have affirmed it with visions of glory, and 
ministers of religion have sounded it through 
the lanes, andthe highways, and the chapels, 
and the cathedrals. It has been cut into stone 
with chisel, and spread on the canvas with 
pencil; and it has been recited in the doxology 
of great congregations. And yet when a man 
first comes to look on the palace of God’s 
mercy, and to see the royalty of Christ, and 
the wealth of this banquet, and the luxuriance 
of his attendance, and the ioveliness of his 
face, and the joy of his service, he exclaims 
with prayers, with tears, with sighs, with 
triumpps: ‘The half—the half was not told 
me!’’ 

I appeal to those in this house who are 
Christians, Compare the idea you had of the 
joy of the Christian life before you became a 
Christian with the appreciation of that joy you 
have now, since you have become a Ciiristian, 
and you are willing to atvest before angels and 
men that you never in the days of your spirit- 
ual bondage had any appreciation of what was 
tocome. You are ready today to answer, und 
if I gave you an opportunity in the midst of 
this assemblage, you would speak out and say 
in regard to the discoveries you have made of 
the mercy and the grace and the goodness of 
God: ‘'The half—the half was not told me!”’ 

Well, we hear a great deal about tbe good 
time that iscoming to this world, when it is 
to be girded with salvation. Holiness on the 
bells of the horses. The lion’s mane patted by 
the hand{of a babe. Ships of Tarshish bring- 
ing cargoes for Jesus, and the hard, dry, bar- 
ren, winter-bleached, storm-scarred, thunder- 
split rock breaking into floods of bright water. 
Deserts into which dromedaries thrust their 
nostrils, because they were afraid of the 
simoon—deserts blooming into carnation roses 
and silver-tipped lilies. 

It is the old story. Everybody tells it. 
Isaiah told it, John told it, Paul told it, 
Ezekiel told it, Luther told it, Calvin told it, 
John Milton told it—everybody tells it; and 
yet—and yet when the midnight shall fly the 
hills, and Christ shall marshal his great army, 
and China, dashing her idols into the dust, 
shall hear the voice of God and wheel into 
line; and India, destroying her juggernaut 
and snatching up her little children from the 
Ganges, shal! hear the voice of God and wheel 
into line; and vine-covered Italy and all the 
nations of the earth shall hear the voice of 
God and fal] into line: then the church which 
has been toiling and struggling through the 
centuries, soba and garlanded like a bride 
adorned for her husband, shall put aside her 
veil and look up into the face of her Lord and 
King and say: ‘‘The half—the half was not 
told me!”’ 

Woll, the ois coming a greater surprise to 
every © .:stian--a greater surprise than any- 
thing I have depicted. Heavenis an old story. 
Everybody talks aboutit. Thereis hardly a 
hymn int the hymnbook that does not refer to 
it. Children read aboutit in their Sabbath 


School book. Aged weu puton tieir need 


cles to study it. Wesayitis a harbor from 
the storm. Wecallitourhome. We say it 
is the house of many mansions. We weave to- 
gether all sweét, beautiful, delicate, exhilar- 
ant words; we weave them into letters, and 
then we spell it out in rose and lily and am- 
arauth. And yet that placeis going to be a 
surprise to the most intelligent Christian. 
Like the queen of Sheba, the report has come 
to us from the far country, and many of 
us havo started. Itisa desert march but we 
urge on the camels. What though our feet be 
blistered with the way? We are hastening to 
the palace. We take all our loves and hopes 
and Christian ambitions, as frankincense’ and 
myrrh and cassia to the great King. We must 
not rest. We must not halt. The night is 
coming on, and itis not safe out here in the 
desert. Urge on the camels. I see the domes 
against the sky, and the houses of Lebanon, 
and the temples and the gardens. See the 
fountains dance in the sun, and the gates flash 
as they open to let inthe poor pilgrims. 

Send the word up to the palace that we are 
coming, and that we are weary of the march 
of the desert. The king will come out and 
say: ‘*‘Welcome to the palace; bathe in these 
waters, reclipe on these banks, ‘Take this 
cinnamon and frankincense and myrrh and 
put it upon a censer and swing it before the 
altar.”?’ And yet, my friends, when beaven 
bursts upon us it will be a greater surprise 
than that—Jesus on the throne, and we made 
like Him! All our Christian friends sur- 
rounding usin glory! All our sorrows and 
tears and sins gone by forever! The thousands 
of thousands, the one hundred and forty and 
four thousand, the great multitudes that no 
man can nuinber, will cry, world without end: 
‘The half—the half was not told us!’’
